The 
steamer, which was to sail at dawn to- 
day, will not put into port until it 
reaches England. 

It is difficult at present to say what 
the effect of this will be on labor move- 
ments, but Ramsay Macdonald and the 
principal labor men in England who have 
so far been interviewed declare that the 
step is simply revolutionary, though 
little can be done before Parliament 
meets. 

A very well-known authority on South 
African affairs, who was seen late last 
night by Monitor representatives, de- 
clared that steps which seemed very 
extreme in the United Kingdom were by 
no means so extreme in South Africa. 
Within South African unions conditions 
existed which necessitated high-handed 
action. 

The mere fact that there were 9,000,000 
natives to roughtya@bout 1,000,000 whites 
forced the latter to take stringent steps 
to prevent any encouragement to a na- 
tive rising. 

Asked if what was happening had any 
racial bias in it and whether it was true 
that the Boers were taking this oppor- 
tunity to get level with the English 
miners and railway men, the Monitor in- 
formant replied that exactly the geverse 
was tlie case. 

The calling out of various tielicine had 
for the first time brought the Boer and 
the Briton shoulder to shoulder in the 
ranks, and nothing ever broke up racial 
feeling more than this. The great line 
of cleavage in South Africa was race 
cleavage, and every step taken which 
produced other cleavages which cut across 
race cleavage was a distinct gain to the

Caillaux will have to nieet in the Cham- 
ber at the earliest possible moment, and 
around which there revolves at the pres- 
ent moment a regular whirlpool of agi- 
tation. 

Two definite charges are brought by M. 
Calmette against the minister of finance. 
The first is with regard to an old claim 
of the heirs of Pierre-Marcel Prieu now 
vested in a syndicate. The said ‘Prieu 
was a well-known French merchant in 
Brazil. He alleged that the Brazilian 
government paid to the French minister 
of foreign affairs in 1879 f.15,000,000 as 
indemnity in settlement of the former’s 
claim for damages. These were due to 
him personally for an unlawful seizure 
by the Brazilian customs authorities of 
his 13 merchant vessels, under suspicion 
of carrying contraband goods. | 

For the last.20 years, by means of 
petitions and debates in the Chamber 
at the instance of the syndicate, and by 
every other imaginable means, attempts 
have been made to influence and even to 
compel the French government to satisfy 
this claim. All these have, however, met 
with persistent refusal. M. Calmette 
now alleges that in a recent negotiation 

‘which has taken place between M. Cail- 
laux “personally and his agents on the 
one hand, and M. Auguste Schneider, the 
official representative. of the Prieu syn- 
dicate on the other, the former agreed to 
admit and pay immediately the claim of 
f.6,000,000, provided that 80 per cent 
thereof be handed over to the election 
campaign fund of the party of which 
M. Caillaux is the head.

Boston Economic Club, Men’s 
Organization, Opens Its Gath-

She declared that suffrage was 
helping to socialize homes. 

Senator’ Robinson pointed out first 
that nine states now have equal suf- 
frage—a territory larger than the orig- 
inal 13 colonies—a great equa] suffrage 
republic in itself, where women.are equal 
before the law and the ballot box. With 
such a showing the burden of proof must 
rest on the other side in the argument. 
She said there is only one symbol of 
equality—the vote. 

She said the greatest argument for 
equal suffrage is democracy, as 
country is fundamentally bound to demo- 
eracvy, which means the freedom and 
equality of all the people—including wo- 
men—and not meaning half the people, 
meaning men, only.

BAGSHAW BILL TO BE TEST UPON 
COMPULSORY VACCINATION 


Fall River Labor Unions Urge Measure Which Would 
Permit Children to Attend School Without Under- 
going the Enforced Treatment 


———I7~ 


Contest on the anti-vaccination ques- 
tion in the present session of the. Legis- 
lature is expected to center on the bill, 
House, 1018, introduced by Representa- 
tive James T. Bagshaw of Fall River, 
which would allow’a pupil to attend 
school without being vaccinated, if the 
parent or guardian signed a statement 
that objection is held to vaccination. If 


| 


enacted, the bill would do away with the 
compulsory feature of the present vac- 
cination act which requires all pupils at- 
tending the public schools to be sub- 
jected to the vaccine treatment on de- 
mand of the school authorities. 

Mr. Bagshaw says ‘that ‘in the pre- 
sentation of his bill he is backed by all 
the labor organizations of Fall River, 
practically, officials of which believe that 
the compulsory feature of the vaccina- 
tion act As unnecessary and that harm 
often comes from the results of vaccinat- 
ing children by the wholesale process. 

While Mr. Bagshaw himself has been 
opposed to the compulsory vaccination 
act, he says the bill he presented comes 
directly from the legislative committee 
of the Fall River Central Labor Union, 
which represents practically all ‘the 
unions of the city. The anti-vaccination 
subject had been discussed at length by 
the legislative committee and it was de- 
cided to work for the passage of a bill 
to correct the compulsory feature in the 
state law. : 

The committee of the central labor 
union which interviewed Mr. Bagshaw 
on the subject and is in charge of the 
work for the support of his bill con- 
sists of James Tansey, secretary of the 
Carders’ Association and chairman of 
the legislative committee of the central 
union; Thomas O’Donnell, secretary of 
the Mule Spinners’ Association, and 
Thomas Taylor, secretary of the Loom 
Fixers’ Association. 

Asked why there seemed to be so much 


support of the anti-vaccination move 
ment among the Fall Rive? labor organi- 


zations, Bagshaw said 


that many of the workers in the mills 


there formerly resided in England where 
they saw the effects attendant on the 
compulsory vaccination system. The ef.- 
fects of the treatment in many cases had 
been such as to create a natural revolt 
against the system, he declared, 

Mr. Bagshaw said he believed the 
members of the Legislature who belonged 
to labor organizations would be a unit 
in supporting his measure. He said he 
expected opposition from some in the 
medical fraternity but pointed out that 
even the doctors are now taking oppo- 
site sides on the question of the advisa- 
bility of compulsory vaccination. 

Representative Bagshaw’s. bill proba- 
bly will be referred to the committee on 
public health which will give a public 
hearing to all interested in the subject 
at a time to be announced later. The 
full text of the measure follows: 

Section 1—Any child or person who has 
reached the age at which atfendance at 
school is permitted or required, and who 
is otherwise eligible for enrolment, who 
presents a written statement, signed by 
either a parent or guardian if such child 
or person be a minor, or by himself if the 
person has reached the age of 24, which 
declares that such parent or guardian 
or person is opposed to vaccination, shall 
not, as a condition precedent to admis- 
sion to public. schools, be required to 
submit to vaccination, and shall be al- 
lowed to attend the public schools, except 
at the time of a threatened or actual 
outbreak of smallpox, when the school 
board may, if they deem it necessary, 
temporarily debar slich a child or person 
from the public schools. 

Section 2—This act shall take effect 
upon its passage.

cialistic program, asserting that it was | 
a feature of the Socialistic revolution. 

Mr. Walker presented the case from 
the standpoint of democracy, and de- 
clared that suffrage for women was not 
only certain to come, but that it,would 
come aS the completion of the movement 
for government by all the people. Trac- 
ing broadly the advance of the movement 
for equality, he declared that. it could | 
not stop now, and that it ought not. to 
stop, and that the enfranchisement of 
women was its next and logical step. As 
man and women together have made the 
home, have made the school and have 
made the church, it is for them together 
to make the state, he declared. He pre- | 
dieted the success of the suffrage cause | 
in the present Legislature of Massachu- | 
setts on the strength of information he | 
said he had.

George later stated was supposed to give 
a summing up of the debate, proved an-| 
other supporter of the suffrage side.

conscripts. Having abstained from the 
suffrage debate for a number of years, 
he said that he came back to it to find 
that ‘the old arguments were still relied 
upon, While experience in a growing 
number of states had been lessening their 
value. He declared school suffrage as 
no test of the faithfulness of the women 
in political duties and-.challenged the 
statements of Professor Baldwin as to 
woman’s unfitness for citizenship. 

Mrs. Robinson and Mrs. George closed 
the debate in brief speeches of rebuttal, 
the former reasserting Colorado’s dem- 
onstration of the success of suffrage, and 
Mrs. George citing’ Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale, Dr. Cummings’ predecessor in his 
pulpit, as a life-long opponent of women | 
voting. | 

A proposal from the audierice, that a 
vote be taken to show the sentiment of 
the audience, was ruled out by the presi- 
dent on the ground that the Economic 
Club passes no votes of opinion and bars

About -this time most of one’s winter 
clothes begin to look seedy, especially 
if one has been gay socially during the 


season. It is too soon for spring clothes, 


unless one is going South, so it behooves 
the woman clever with her needle to 
get busy with freshening touches, 


Before starting your renovations, take 
account of stock, as it were. In one heap 
put the clothes that can be sufficiently 
freshened by new frills, skirt braids, 
pressing and sponging of spots with gaso- 
line or alcohol. Get these out of the 
~ way first, as it is discouraging to have 
all one’s clothes out of condition at 
once. It is surprising how a. careful 
cleaning up lends a new lease to worn 
garments, says a Chicago Tribune writer. 


In another group put the things that 
have worn thin. With the fancy for dia- 
phanous blouses even comparatively new 
gowns and waists are apt to wear out 
in spots, especially under the arms. Look 
first to the linings. Nothing gives a 
eostume such an air of shabbiness as 
to have the chiffon lining wear into holes. 


Sometimes it is necessary to reline the 
louse entirely. As most of the new 
models have kimono lines, this, is eom- 
paratively simple. Cut away the torn 
lining and shape the model exactly like 
the outside, joining them at neck and 
sleeves. If the girdle is fresh do not rip 
at the waist line, but hem down the 
chiffon to the blouse slightly below the 
old line of gathera. Often the chiffon 
need only be patched? This shows less 
if not hemmed to give an extra thick- 
ness. Trim off the ragged or frayed | 
edges of the material, shape the patch 
to match, but large enough not to pull 
ont, and join by 
stitches back and forth or by small 
running stitches 

Even where the chiffon is sewed into 
scams you need not rip the blouse 
entirely apart. Trim close, pulling put 
the chiffon from both sides where the 
fraying shows, then hem down the seam 
of the lining over the seams of the 
outside. 

Where a net or lace blouse has been 
joined to a skirt of satin, velvet or 
other material and the blouse has ut- 
terly “gone” it is eomparatively easy 
to add a new one. The simplest method 
is to buy one of the dressy net chiffon 
or lace blouses that is being sold on 
the bargain counter in the after holiday

Sometimes the blouse, need not be 
sewed to the skirt, the joining being cov- 
ered by a deep crush girdle or one of 
the new draped girdles One of the 
smartest of girdles is made from a nine 
inch bias strip of satin just crushed in 
around the waist and trimmed on thé 
upper and lower edge with a box plaited 
frill, two inches deep, of the same mate- 


rial. Fasten with hooks and eyes in the 


middle of the back. ; 

For dancing dresses these fancy girdles 
are especially good to give the new 
touch to the old dress. Sometimes they 
are made of 10-inch wide brocade rib- 
bon just crushed around the waist and 
fastened at the left side under a loose 
knot or two loops with a single end 
forming a jabot effect. The end is cut 
in a gharp bias, the lowest point reach- 
ing half way to the knees. . 

An old white satin dress could be 
made like new with a tunic of black 
chiffon or sheer lace. Out it higher «at 
one side and trim with a frill of sdpphire 
blue gauze ribbon and tiny silver flowers. 
Another adjustable: tunic of pink wash 
tulle can be bound «with narrow pink 
satin cut in strips an-inch and a half 
wide bias.

IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


WASHINGTON—Before long Presi- 
dent Wilson will name the delegates 
who are to represent the United States 
at the fifth international American con- 
ference to be held at Santiago, Chile, 


beginning September, and ending not 
later than Nov. 10. This conference 
will be composed of representative men 
of the republics of North, Central and 
South America. The several previous 
sessions of it, beginning away back in 
1899, have been productive of a very 
great deal of good. 

Out of them have grown the impor- 
tant and useful Pan-American Union, 
now housed in this city in the beautiful 
building, the gift of Andrew Carnegie, 
and a degree of goodwill and coopera- 
tion such as amply justify the men who 
originated the conference idea. 

The general opinion is that the 1914 
conference wil] be the most important 
of the series thus far, coming, as it 
will, just as the Panama canal is being 
made ready for use: It will be one of 
the duties of the 1914 conference to 
plan a celebration in honor of the com- 
pletion of the canal, in which all the 
South and Central American republics 
are to join. 

The delegates to thése conferences have 
all their expenses paid by their govern- 
ments, for which reason jit never has been 
difficult in the United States, or in ahy 
of the South American republics, to find 
men willing to go. Frequently, however, 
there has been more or less difficulty in 
getting the right type of men to go and 
it is presumed that President Wilson will 
have an experience similar to. that of 
bis immediate predecessors in the presi- 
dency. It is even probable that’ Mr. 
Wilson's difficulties will be somewhat in- 
creased over those of his predecessors 
owing to the fact that he represents a 
political party that has been out of 
power for a number of years, and whose 
members are therefore unusually eager 
to get office. 

There is nothing in the situation, how- 
ever, indicating that President Wilson is 
to yield to political pressure that may 
be applied. On the contrary, it is as-,

It is a relief to note, in the 
first place, that the checks are mostly 
for $100 or more, and it is interesting to 
note, in the second place, that the signa- 
tures of indorsement have been written 
anywhere on the back that it suited the 
writer to place his name. In the col- 
lection are found checks to Henry D. 
Thoreau, Prof. J. R. Lowell, Dr. O. W. 
Holmes, H. W. Longfellow, ‘Esq., the 
Hon. Charles Sumner, Elizabeth -S. 
Phelps, John G. Saxe, Mrs. H, B, Stow 
and Francis Parkman.

A leading feature of yesterday's sale 
was the bidding for Nathan: Dane’s 
“Mora! and Political Survey of Ameri- 
ca,” an original and unpublished manu- 
script in six volumes.

A telegram was sent to 
Representative Covington, chairman of 
the House sub-committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, at Washington, 
notifying him that one or more repre- 
sentatives from Boston would appear at 
a hearing to be given about Feb. 5, in 
Washington, on the bill. ;

Langley Flying Machine Test 
Announced by Aviator to De- 
termine Success of Early De- 
vice Brings Up Achievement 


FIRST TRIALS BALKED 


Did the honor of constructing the first 
practical flying machine belong rightfully 
to Prof. 8S. P. Langley of the Smith- 
sonian Institution? Was the Langley 
aeroplane, which was precipitated into 
the waters of the Potomac, successfully 
designed? Thege are the questions that 
Lincoln Beachey, the aviator, may be 
able te answer should he carry out his 
announced intention of flying the Lang- 
ley machine, which has been antes 


Both questions have been asked many 
times in the aviation world during the 
10 years that have passed since the Poto- 
mac river trials. And both have re- 
mained unanswered. For tlre two inci- 
dents that brought the Langley flights to 
a premgture.end-were due to mishaps in 
launching and not in flying. And. there 
has been no fair way of determining the 
proper honor due te this Boston profes- 
sor who worked for so long and with 
such promising progress to solve the 
problem of successful mechanical flight, 
and failed finally for lack of funds.

“THE LIGHT THAT FAILED”

In this play Forbes-Robertson presents 
a deeply moving panorama of pathos. As 
in all he does he lifts this pathos upon 
the plane of nobility, and holds it there 
consistently, refining each shade of 
emotion brought out by the varied 
scenes. His pathos is the pathos of pure 
tragedy, so that in the finest moments 
of the play he even transports his audi- 
tors to the imaginative realm that lies 
beyond tears. The total effect of the 
performance was that of exaltation, the 
supreme mood in which a theater audi- 
ence may be dismissed, 


The prologue shows a wooded spot on 
the edge of the Soudan, with the tent 
of the war-correspondents occupying the 
center of the stage. The correspondents 
are spoofing each other and singing 
snatches of songs as they pateh ap their 
equipment. 

From within the tent now and then 
Dick calls out the name of Maisie, There 
is a rattle of -musketry and Dick 
stumbles out of the tent with a laughing 
shout that the skirmidh is only a false 
He sits among his comrades giv- 
ing as good as he gets in chaffing. 
Forbes-Robertson has to play this scene 
with his most graphic means of expres- 
sion, his eyes, hidden, to be revealed 
only for a stirring moment at the close 
when he discovers thaf he can see. 

With felicity the actor imparted .the 
effect of the youthful Dick in the scene 
with Maisie in the first act. His charac- 
terization was instinct with the alert- 
ness and enthusiasm of a youth of vision. 
Finely dramatic was the illustration ‘of 
conflict in Dick between his love for, 
Maisie and his gentle criticism of her 
art aspirations, Through it all he was 
the fine grained gentleman, respectful 
in his ardor. ~ Fine were Miss Elliott's, 
responses to the actar’s delicately chang- 
ing moods, and firm was her characteri- 
zation of the self-deceived girl, mistak- 
ing a liking for art for a talent for it. 

The fluidity of Forbes-Robertson 
showed in his: complete assumption of 
the character. Hig whole form seemed 
to take on the texture of Dick’s thoughts 
and constantly ped and reshaped itself, 
in reflex of Dick’s habits of mind. The 
prominent eyes of the actor flashed with 
his changing moods ahd burned with the 
concehtration of thought behind. Now 
the fine voice was being used for the 
slurred colloquialisms, and the whole 
manner of talking is different than in 
any other part this actor plays.. Thus 
does he characterize each role completely, 
assuming for each the appropriate habits 
of thought, speech and action. 

In the changed Dick of the second act 
Forbes-Robertson acted several trying 
scenes with the powerful reticence and 
clarity that marks him as an artist. . He 
never tries to do all the acting, knowjng, 
as only a ripe player can, that the au- 
dience must act too if the scene is to 
succeed. He blazes trails for the au- 
ditor’s imagination, sets up sign posts, 
and turns the role into every angle of 
emotional light, so that every facet of 
Dick’s character is revealed.

blurring of his best self under his dis- 
appointment in not winning Maisie. The 
thrills of the closing scene of ‘this act 
and of the man’s soldierly fortitade in 
the last act under affliction were finely 
done. 

In his discovery of the mutilated pic- 
ture Forbes-Robertéon satisfied the 
imagination of the audience by keeping 
Dick’s grief deeply mental, not attempt- 
ing to limit the effect by conscious use 
of external expression. Indeed, he never 
appears to use cohscious methods of ex- 
pression, and thus achieves the fine art 
of concealing art. Seemingly, he thinks 
so vividly that the whole man responds 
automatically with appropriate visual- 
izations of emotion. 

Miss Elliott made the changed Maisie 
of the last act seem consistent, and in- 
deed the choosing of love instead of 
fruitless art striving is not to aill 
persons the unconvincing ending that 
many reviewers see in this play. The 
simple fact is that’ such things have 
happened in life, and. are not unbeliev- 
able. Many an art aspirant rises out 
of the state of self-deception and starts 
again in a field wherein they discover 
play.for their real talent. 

Miss Bourne gave'a vivid picture of 
the red-haired girl.. One would like to 
see a less mental type in the role of 
Bessie than the player of last night. 
The picture was well filled in by Messrs. 
Bentley, Rhodes and Scott-Gatty, and 
the whole performance had an atmos- 
phere. 

“The Light That Failed” will be re- 
peated Saturday night of this week and 
Wednesday night of next week. This 
afternoon, “Hamlet”; this evening, “Mice 
and Men.” 


GILLETTE ADDRESSES LEAGUE 
William Gillette ‘spoke to the Drama 


Street theater on “The drama—and some 


other things.” He explained that drama 
in his definition was a form of stage 
performance in terms of human life. 
The “other things” meant methods of 
entertaining a theater ‘audience other 
than those expressed in terms of life, 

He. could see little value in the terms 
farce, melodrama, comedy, etc., as the 
traditions qualities have now ‘become so 
blended in the approach of the modern 
drama to likelikeness that it is difficult 
to make arbitrary olassifications of 
qualities of entertainment. A melodrama 
tow is not necessarily a play with mu- 
si¢, as the term implies philologically, 
nor is @ farce a stage entertainment 
stuff4d with all sorts of laughable antics, 
which was-once the quality of a farce. 

He'said that the only theater manager 
worthy of respect was the so-called com- 
mercial manager. A play must make 
money or be taken off. Men in every 
other line of professional endeavor might 
be cammercial as they pleased and be 
blessed for it, but the moment a theater 
manager handles plays as a commercial 
proposition there is a general clamor 
of contempt. 

Mr.' Gillette then dwelt at length on 
the paradox of actirig, “the illusion of 
the first time,” declaring that good act- 
ing bad this quality—-that the actor 
entering a strange room ‘should indicate 
unfamiliarity with its furnishings, and 
in speaking should secure the effect of 
thinking the role out freshly at each} 
performance. 

He ‘denied that a play could be read, 
for the play is not a play until it & 
acted, The printed “play” is only @ 
book | of directions. Only indifferently 
can anybody really read a play by exer- 
cise of imagining what it would be like 
in performance. 

Mr. Gillette illustrated his points with 
anecdotes from his experienee, presented 
with the dry and whimsical wif that 
makes him so entertaining when acting. 
One of bis illustrative impersonations 
was greeted with a round of applause, 
recalling the actor’s successses on the 
very stage where he was then speaking.

The largest league audience of the sea- 
son was present.

As early’ as 1896 one of the Langley 
mbdels was flown over the Potomae river, 
and twice sustained itself for one and: 
a half minutes, the full time for which 
it carried water and fuel. In the same 
year another model flew three quarters 
of a mile at a speed of 30 miles an hour. 
These mior flights were believed to 
show Professor Langley was on the right 
track and would finally design a success- 
ful passenger carrying machine. As 
secretary to the Smithsonian Institution, 
Professor Langley was in a position to 
bring his work to the attention of Con- 
gress and to secure an order from the 
government for a %50,000 machine to 
carry passengers and to be available 
for military purposes. This was the ma- 
chine which figured in the Potomac 
flights. To assist him he employed a 
corps of expert mechanics in the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and he conducted his 
trials in secrecy on the river about 40 
miles below the city of Washington. 

Professor Langley, whose first home 
was in Roxbury, and who therefore may 
be claimed as-a son of the Bay state 
attained a high position as an authority 
on astronomy and physics. His explora- 
tions of the golar spectrum and his dis- 
coveries in the field of aeronautics won 
him renown. But the honor which he 
worked for, that of inventing and _ build- 
ing tl& first practical fiying machine, 
was mot fully attained. The extent to 
which such credit is due him is left for 
Mr. Beachey or some other enterprising 
aviator to discover.

CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER—Nine 
months ago the Legislature of Onio au- 
thorized the establish- 
ment of a budget com- 
mission to systematize 
state estimates and ex- 
penditures and intro- 
duce more efficient methods into the con- 
duct of Ohio’s business. The commis- 
sioner employed under the act has now 
made his first report. It is good reading 
for taxpayers. In the opinion of Gov- 
ernor Cox the report offers hints for 
economy important enough to justify 
the Legislature in the special session in 
repealing the appropriation act passed a 
year ago to take advantage of tie pro- 
posed economies. If the Governor's pro- 
gram in this respect is carried out the 
new appropriation measure, framed along 
the line of the budget commissioner's 
ideas, will mean a saving of close to a 
million in state expenditures for the 
present year. Last winter's regular ap- 
propriation bill was passed before the 
Legislature had time to consider the es- 
tablishment of a budget system which 
had been recommended in the Governor's 
inaugural message. When the Assembly 
finally reached the budget item, it was 
too late, of course, to curtail the autiori- 
zation for 1913. Had there been no 
special session this winter the budget 
plan could have accomplished no great 
saving until] 1915.

shall now repeal the appropriation mea- 
sure for 1914 and repass it in general 
harmony with the budget commissioner’s 
report is a sound recommendation.
